EDDIE NAHLICK’S DEATH. 
No Investigatory Steps Taken by the 
Authorities as to How It Came About. 


No further steps have been taken to-day in 
the matter ofthe death of poor little Eddie 
Nablick, the child whodied on last Saturday 
from the effects of blood poisoning ana ner- 
vous prostration brought about by a sprained 
ankle and tright from an incarceration of 
twelve hours in the city jail. 

William Nahlick, father of the 


dead child, had a conversation with Deputy 
Marshal Oberbeck yesterday afternoon, during 
the course of which he came to the conclusion 
thut the Deputy was not to blame toso great 
an extent as he at first supposed. Jailor Ryan 
states that the reason why his night guards did 
not deliver the boy to the tather when 
he first called at the jail was 
that they misunderstood the name. 

Coroner Auler would bave examined the case 
more thoroughly at the time it was reported to 
him had it not been forthe fact that he was 
engaged on the Gardner inquest. As it was he 
entrusted the matterto Deputy Noland and 
the latter passed upon it. As the child has 
been buried he does not thinkit worth while 
to take upthe remains and hold a post mor- 
tem examination, 

The case isa sad one throughout and should 
demonstrate the folly of arresting small chil- 
dren On 30 serious a charge for so small an of- 
fenee as plucking a flower froma neighboring 
gpaiden: It will have the effect of causing the 
officials to exercise a greater vigilance in cases 
of hke nature at any rate.

few bushels apiece. The whole ameunt 
of unpaid balances will not amount to $1,000, 
and itis said by a number of gentiemen that 
Col. Coates will most probably return and 
pay up. 

James H, Coates bas been known for a num- 
ber of years vn the St. Louis Exchange; 
in 1866-67 he was connected with 
the house of Lamb & 
Quinlan, and, when that firm tailed, he estab- 
lished the firm ot Coates, Aden & Barr. This 
firm was dissoived through a financial misun- 
derstanding among the partuers,and since thats 
time Coates has been trading alone. He has 
not been very successful lately, and since his 
departure for Chicago it hus been rumored bere 
tbat Le has been drinking heavily.

fect to scorn the low standard of 
morals Which prevails in France, especially 
with regard to illicit relations and in- 
trigues. But eight years ago the second 
man in French political life, the man who, 
next to Thiers, upheld the falling country 
and conducted the negotiations with its 
conquerors, the man who would have been 
to-day President of the Republic in the 
place held by Grevy, was Jules Favre. He 
was exposed in an offense similar in char- 
acter to Conkling’s, and not greater in 
enormity, and he has never been heard of 
since. His political life ended on the day 
of his exposure. 

It remains to be seen whether the sense 
of decency which prevails in France is ut- 
terly extinct in the “great moral reform 
party’’ of this decent republic.

‘*Who worked up St, Louis—I mean the lio- 
cal feeling there—in Tilden’'s tavor?’’ 
‘*Cnarles Elleard, an old steamboat man, 
who hada romantic attachment tor Frang« 


Blair. He was Frank’s personal body-guard 
for many years. Comingto Washington City 
he was asked tocallonFrank Bilair’s father, 
the editor of Jackson. He found him next 
doorto Judge Montgomery Blair’s house, in 
the residence of Admiral Lee, his son-in-law. 
There were presentthe two Blairs and Dor- 
sheimer. The latter told ElJeard that it had 


been arranged for bim to open 
Mr. Tilden’s canvass in St. Louis. E!_eird posi 
tively refused. Hesaid he had nothing to do 
with politics,” and didn’t know Mr. Tilden. 
When they had to go, old Frank Blair drew his 
chair to Elieard’s side and said: ‘Charles, you 
Joved my son Frank more than his brother 
Montgomery did.’ The old man shed tears, 
and, satter some pathetic conversation, ex- 
claimed: ‘Charley, why don’t you do what 
Mr. Dorsheimer asksot you? IfI could only 
see a Democratic President in the White House 
tocome over and callon old Francis P. Blair 
oncé more before I die, it would make me hap- 
py.

Origin and Progress of Foreign 
Shipments. 


How Direct Trade is Conducted With 
Ports of the United Kingdom. 


St. Louis manufactures more flour than any 
other city in the United States. The milis here 
produced 1,916,290 barrels for1878, and the 
city handled a total of 3,633.872 barrels. The 
business amountsto nearly $20,000,000 per 
esnnum, and gives employment to fully 7,000 


men. The flour trade is probably worth more 
to the city than any other 
industry, since it gives employment to so 


muany persons and distributes such a large 
amount of money. The production of flour in 
St. Louis has increased remarkably since the 
war and will continue to do 30 as new markets 
are found.

In the much boasted-of flush times of 1868 


the receipts amounted to only 805,836 
barrels, as aguinst 1,305,336 barrels 
in 1878. The amount manufactured 


in 1868 was 895,15: barrels as against 1,916,- 
280 barrelsin 1578. The shipments of 1868 
amounted to 1,499,337 barrels, while in 1878 
they amounted to 2,670,740 barrels, an ‘in- 
crease of ;jneurly 1,200,000 Darrels. Nothing 
except cotton and grain can show a more 
rapid growth in this market. The city mills 
last year consumed 7,400,975 bushels of the 


14,000,000 bushels of wheat that 
came here, and the product 
in flour from this was 343,000 barrels more 


than the amount made the year before.

One of these mills can produce 1,500 barrelsin 
twenty-four hours, while ancther makes 1,000 
bairelsinthattime. The total capacity of all 
of them is 11,750 barrels in twenty-four hours. 
Most of these mil!s are in constant operation; 
one of them has been running without cessa- 
tion fortwo years—something that probably 
cannot be said ot any other inill in thecountry. 

The suecess of flour manufacturing here 
comes from natural advantages possessed by 
St. Louis asa point of receipt and shipment 
and the energy and capital that have been be- 
bind the business. The best flour made 
comes from winter wheat, and St. Louisis in 
the center of the vast region which is the chief 


producer of that grain. Last year there were 
received here 9,448,000 bushels of wheat 
from the West and Southwest, 1,300,000 


busbels from the South, 624,272 bushels trom 
the Southeast, 1,200,000 bushels from 
the East, 747,000 bushels trom the North and 
845,000 bushels by wagons from the neigh- 
boring country. These figures snow plainly 
that St. Louisis not limited in hersupply of 
wheat to anv particular locality, but that by 
the river fromthe South, the riverfrom the 
North, andthe railroads from the East and 
the Westshe has the golden harvests laid 
cown at her doors in willing ac- 
knowledgment of ber supremacy as a 
receiving market. The sources, from whence 
this flour comes that is received here also show

water route, the other over the rail route, the 
two mighty outlets that will ever after this af- 
ford a healthy competition. 
One of the 
LBADING QUESTIONS 

that has invited the attention of the commer- 
cial men here forsome years past has been, 
W hat will St. Louis do with her immense man- 
utactured products? Couid St. Louis ever be 
an exporting city? Ten years ago most men in 
the city would have answered this last ques- 


tion in the negative. Ten years agothere was 
nothing experted directly from St. Louis—not 
a horse, or a mule, or a pound ot flour. If 
anytbing went from here to Europe, or 
even Mexico or South America, it went by way 
of consignment to some dealerin one of the 
sea-bourd cities, where it was believed the ex- 
porting business would ever be confined. No 
city ever became really wealthy aud powerful 
without doing an exporting trade. London, 
Paris, Venice, New York, Aiexandria and Pe- 
kin all prove this. Andofthese the one that 


exported the most to wear and _ the 
invst to eat gained the suprema- 


cy. Bread and clothing arethe prime requis- 
ites of human seciety, and a great food- 
producing center will always have a market 
tor its surplus, the only 
QUESTION TO SOLVE 

being that of transpoitation. it was said by 
Dr. Chalmers that it was ‘‘eheaper to take the 
mouths to the food than it was to take the food 
tothe mouths,’’ but this bas long ago been ex- 
ploded, and the ruling question is, How shall 


the bread be got to the mouths of the 
people of South America, Great 
Britain, France, Germany and other countries, 
whose productis nothing to compare with 
their demand. The Mississippi Valley 1s 
the greatest food-producing center in the 
world, and St. Louisisthe natural market of 
this wonderfully fertile region. It is natural 
then that the matter of the direct export of 
flour should agitate the minds of St. Louis mil- 
lers. There was never a barrel of flour shipped 
from St. Louis direct acrossthe Atlantic till 
1874, when Mr. George Bain, President of the 
Atlentic Milling Company, turranged for some 
direct shipments to points in Great Britain. 
He became the pioneer in a new field of trade, 
and mainly through his energy St. Louis ts to- 
dav doing a very large 
EXPORTING BUSINESS. 


The direct foreign shipments of flour 
from this § city last year amount- 
ed to 265,968 barrels, and 


this was but a beginning of the business that 


will grow upin the aext few years. The ex- 


uis this year, direct to foreign countries. 

ere were many difficulties to encounter 
fwhen the first attempts were made to ship 
‘Girect to portsinthe United Kingdom. Somes 
account of 

THE PARTICULARS 

of,the progress of this exporting by direct ship- 
ment will be interesting. It is the custom 


in England to nanale flour altogether in sacks. 
Most of the flour made here for shipment was 
put upin barrels. Hence achange haa to be 
madeinthis particular. OCotton was high in 


the fall of 1874, and jute was substituted, 
which proved very satisfactory. There are 
ina burrel of flour 196 pounds, ani in 
an ordinary sack 98 pounds. The sacks 
for export were minade to con- 
tain 224 pounds, or 26 pounds 


more thana barre). Atthe timethe first ship- 
ments of flour were made from here for trans- 
Atlantic ports, the railroacs carried a 224- 
pound sack for the same they charge for a 
barrel, but latterly there has been a slight ad- 
vance in the charge. The ocean steamers 
were, at first, not disposed to take flour over 


in sacks, and charged more for sacks 
than for barrels. Mr. Bain, of 
St. Louis, went over to Knagland 


and saw the heads of some ofthe ship com- 
panies and provedto them thatsix sacks of 
224 pounds each could be gotintothe space 
occupied Ly five barrels of flour, whereupon a 
iower rate was secured, and to-day the freight 
from New York is three shiilings sterling, or 
seventy-two cents a barrel, only two shillings 
and nine penceor sixty-six cents fora sack 
of 224 pounds, making it so that millers 
here can afford to sell 196 pounds 
(a barrel) of four in England, twenty-four 
cents cheaper in sacks thanin barrels. The 
costof package also enters into the account. 
A flour barrel costs thirty-three cents, and is 
worth in England eight to twelve cents, while 
njute sack, holding 224 pounds, costs only 
seventeen and one-haif cents,a Union sack 
only twenty-two and one-hait cents, and a 
heavy duck sack only twenty-seven cents, 
while the two latter varieties sellin England 
formore than an empty barrel will bring. 
Now as to the plan of dealing between the ex- 
porter and the dealer on the other side of the 
water. Inthe past, whatever flour went trom 
here to Engiaud was first shipped to seaboard 
cities and there sold on comuwission, the sup- 
plies tor export being bought by persons who 
bad exchange to muke, or who were speculat- 


ing in shipments. The flour waa 
shipped by those persons to 
coimpinission houses in London or 


Livervoo! and sold by the receivers to jobbers, 
who 1n turnsold to the middle men, from whom 
it finally passed tothe consumers at alarge ex- 
pense. To-day, the flourexported trom here 
is sold direct tothe middle men, and, instead 
of going to Glasgow, Liverpvol and London, in 
the United Kingdom, it goes di- 
rect to Londonderry, Belfast, Sligo, Barrow, 
Maipas, Bristol, Leith, Hull and other small 
porte, and reaches the consumer from twentv- 
tive to seventy-five cents a varrel cheaper than 
bv the old method. 
THE BEAUTY 

about these direct shipments is that the seller 
runs little ornorisk. Sales are usually made 
by cable *‘Cit,’’ which word has the initials 
for cost, insurance and treight. 
That is, the bill here is made out 
to include all these items andis so presented 
to the purchaser. The Merchants’ Despatcn 
Company here issues through biils of ladingin 
triplicate, and the flour is shipped to the order 


ofthe shipper. To these bills of lading are 
attached the certificates of insurance. What 


are termed the hypothecation papers enable 
the bank to whom the bill of exchange is sold 
to sell the property to meet the bill, provided 
itis not honored on tbe other side. Tne ex- 
change is made in tripticate, and one copy 
with bill of lading, etc., is sent over by the 
first steamer. another by the next, and the 
third one is kept by the shipper. By this plan 
there are three bills of lauding, three certifi- 
cates ot insurance, and three bilis of exchange, 
altogether constituting the hypothecation pa- 
pers upon which the shipper bere raises his 
money as soon as bhesends his flour. These 
billsof cxchange are drawn at sixty days 
sight, and after being ac- 
cepted on presentation to the 
buyer, they are heldby the bank through 
which the business is transacted until the ar- 
rival of the property, whenthe bank notifies 
the consignees of the fact. They must then go 
and lift the documents, bill of lading, etc., 
before they can take possession ot the con- 
signinent. The bank generally allows interest 
for the unexpired time ol the 
draft nt the Bank of England 
rate of the duy. By this method the 
seller on this side does not hazard a 
dollar in selling to dealers in the 
United Kingdom. Onthe continent they have 
the same rule about bills of lading prevalent 
in this ccuntry, that is to surrender the bills 
oflacdingon the acceptance of the draft. By 
reason of thisthe business of exporting trom 
here to poits onthe continent has been some- 


what restricted. as millers here have 
not yet become well acquainted with the re- 
sponsibility of dealers tnere. Butthere have 


of late been many inguiries received here from 
finmsin Antwerp, Rotterdam, Havre, Ver- 
sailies, Bremen, Zuphen, and other continent- 
al cities, and itis only a matter of timeas to 
tbe establishment of alarge trade with them. 
It is easy to see, then, that there is a bril- 
liant future for the flour trade of St. Louis. Tue 
pathway to foreign lands are beingcleared out, 
and already thereis a heavy traffic between 
here and the United hingdom. With these 
prospects, what will be the flour trade of St. 
Louis ten years hence?

Objections to the Old Law and the New 
Amendments. 
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A Spicy Interview With a Leading Phar- 
maceutist. 


The act regulating the practice of pharmacy 
in the city of 8t. Louis, which Was approved 
February 2, 1874, and amended on the 21st of 
April, 1878, basfor its general purpose the 
protection of the citizens from incompetent 
druggists. 

The complaints which have hitherto arisen 
about the carelessness and inefficiency of those 
who have the retailing of drugs and poisons in 
their hands have been many and loud, and 
this act was intended to cover the grounds of 
cavil and hedge round the profession ef phar- 
macy with such barriers that the ignorant and 
unskilled would be unable to get 
througb. Its provisions first estab- 
lished a Board of Pharmacy, to be chosen 
by the St. Louis College of Pharmacy, the 
clerk of which body must keep a book, in 
which all druggists must register. 

Before anybody hereafter can engage in the 
practice of pharmacy in this city, he must ex- 
hibit to this board a diploma from some recog- 
nized institution, or passan examination De- 
fore the board. A tee is charged either on reg- 
istry or on examination, and any surplus tunds 
go intothe treasury ot the College of Phar- 
macy. 

Both the original act and the amendments 
are

to a numberof St. Louis pharmaceutists who 
are not members of the St. Louis Colleze of 
Pharmacy, and to one of the most well known 
of these a POST-DISPATCH reporter addressed 
himself on a quest of intormation.

‘‘The members of the Board of Pharmacy are 
to be chosen by this same college. in the 
name of fairness, we druggists who are not 
members ot that institution ought to 
have something to say in ilre choice of a body 
which has so much powerover us. Any five 
druggistsinthe city are eligible, but oniy the 
wen ders of the Coliege of Pharmacy are elec- 
tors.’’

MISS LOUISIANA ST. JOHN, 


Wanting Money to Build Churches, 
Became a Millionaire. 


[From the New York Sun. ] 

There died on the 22d of iast month in this 
city a woman who, beginning life as a countrv 
school teacher, without a penny, succeeded by 
her own efforts in amassing a fortune that has 
been estimated to be worth millions of dollars. 
Her name was Louisiana St. Jonn. Her story 
is an interesting one. 

Among those who emigrated to this country 
shortly before the Revolutionary War was a 
young Irishman named St. John. He became 
a farmerinthe Mobawk Valley, in Montgom- 
ery County, and in 1805 alittle daughter was

born to him, the only daughter among 
five children. What the baby 
was named it is doubtful if any 


one knows, for ever when a littie child she dis- 

carded her given name an:i declared that sie 

much preterred ‘‘Louisiana,’’ because it was 

pretty, andthatshe would be called by no 

other. She answered to no other name, and 

died Louisiana St. John.

But Leuisiana St. Jobn had notconfined her 
real estate transactions to this city. In 1835 her 
brother, John L. St. John, a civil engineer, 
went toSt. Louis, where he formed the acquaint- 
ance of Co]. Vital Jarrot, at that timethe lar- 
gest land owner on the Mississippi. St. John 
in time became the owner of twenty-seven 
acreson the eastside ofthe river, which he 
called ‘‘St. Clair.’’ As the town prospered 
this region became covered with squatters,who 
laid claim to the land by right of possession. 
St. John died ia New Orieans of yellow fever, 
and the St.Louis land fell to Miss St. John,who 
immediately tried to drive the squatters off. 
She went therein person, but the squatters 
thieatened her life. Soshe went over to St. 
Louis and advertised foran agent, conveying 
the idea that he must be 
who was ready to the 
devil. George H. Bender proved to be the 
man. He caiied upon her in his miner’s dregs, 
just as he had come from Pike’s Peak, with a 
brace of revolvers stuck in his belt. He wasin 
the prime of life, asuperb specimen of pbhys- 
ical development. She offered him $3,600a 
year, and hejumped atthe offer. It was worth 
it, the task he undertook. He was burned out, 
shot at, threatened with instant death, and 
given so many hours to quit the town,but Miss 
St. John stood by him, and the two conquered, 
though not without many litigations, in which 
she employed such lawyers as ex-Gov. Palmer 
and ex-Lieut-Gov. Koerner of Illinois, ex-Gor. 
Fletcher of Missouri, and Thomas H. Benton. 
These she always assisted and directed. In 
the midst of these difficulties, in 1859,the new 
charter was granted, and 8t. Clair became East 
St. Louis. 1n 1866 she appointed as her agent 
her nepbew, Lewis M. 8t. John, who, after a 
career ot prosperity, began to invest in all the 
wildcat schemes of the day. Miss St. John 
heard of his doings, and, in 1873, despite her 
age, went to st. Louis and'‘ousted *‘L. M.,’’ 
he was called, and took affairs inte her own 
bands. There she remained until afew months 
ago, when sbe returned tothiscity. She had 
been ill for a year with dropsy. and was near 
dying on her journey home. Sbelived but a 
few days after ber return.

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Preparing for a Very Desperate 
Battle in October Next. 


Making the Fierce Brute Wer a Rapid Tread- 
mill Until Exhausted, and Afterward Sub- 
jecting him to Further Cruel Treatment. 


[From the Philadelphia Record. | 

For some weeks past negotiations have been 
in progress to bring about a contest betwean 
two of the most desperate fighting bull dogs 
mow inthe country. Last night the arrange- 
ments were completed, and the day for the 
fight was fixed about the Ist of October, and 
the place as New York City or near Brook- 
lyn. One of the dogs, whose name is sup- 
pressed for obvious reasons, was lately im- 
ported from England and is now in New York. 
The object of bringing him to this country 
was solely for the purpose of engaging in the 
forthcoming fight. 

The Philad elphia dog has been in several 
contests, and about four months ago killed an 
English fighter for a large sum of money. 
Since that time it has been the ambition of 


the Englishman to have another battle. Al- 
though the papers were not signed till last 
night, both dogs have been undergoing train- 
ing for ean tie. as it was understood that 
the fight would come off. 

The original amount proposed as stakes in 
the coming struggle was $500 a side, but last 
night this amount was raised by mutual con- 
sent to $900 a side. 

The English bulldog has been through sev- 
eral severe fights. and has been successful in 
killing all of its antagonists, with the excep- 
tion of one, and that animal = was 
the one subsequently’ killed by the 
Philadelphia bulldog. The latter dog 
has been in six fights in this country, and 
has been sticcessful in all.-In the lasi struggle 
it fought without any rest for two hours and 
thirty minutes, forasum of $2.000, in a pit 
about three miles from Port Jarvis, N. Y. 

In order to bring the animals to a conditidn 
to stand this terrible strain the greatest skill 
must be exercised in theirtraining. Tor the 
coming fight the Philadelphia dog has been un- 
dergoing traiving for the lust two weeks. The 
method of training is,toa great extent, kept a 
secret, as each trainer has his own peculiar 
stvle. 

In a well ventilated cellar the Philadelphia 
fighter wasfound. It is a white animal of 
medium height,and now weighs forty pounds, 
although it will be reduced to tw enty-nine 
before the fight. Its head is not large, but 
has evidence of great power in its jaws. Its 
eves are small and almost hidden from view. 
The dog was not chained or in any way ham- 
pered from roaming in any part of the cellar. 
When the trainér entered the animal was 
resting upon a slightly elevated platform in 
one corner of the cellar, but so well does it 
know its business that upon sight of its tem- 
porary master itarose und walked slowly to- 
ward atreadle in another part of the room 
and quietly took its position on the machine. 
The treadie is made afterthe style of those 
worked by horses, only on asmaller scale. 
The faster the animal steps the faster the 
treadle works, and consequently the animal 
must move With constantly increas- 
ing speed until it is entirely exhausted. When 
the dog took its position on the machine its 
head was made fast by a rope tothe headboard 
of the uppuratus, and after the pin which 
held the treadie was drawn eut it started off. 
In a few moments the dog was running ata 
rapid rate, which it continued for over two 
hours with verv slight intermissions, which 
were only a slackening of the speed. This 
Was regulated by a shaft made to revolve by

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THE CAUSES OF LONG LIFE. 


A Centenarian who was a Moderate 
Drinker and Ate Whatever he Liked. 
[From the London Lancet. ] 

The causes of life and of death are, to 
some extent, identical. Influences which kill 
the weak, strengthen the strong, and in the 
mutual reaction of a perfect constitution and 
a mode of life free from those lethal influences 
which no strength of constitution can resist 
may be found the secret of extreme longevity. 
The history of centenarians often illustrates 
this, but it is not often that the conditions of 
their existence can be accurately known. Not 
long ago the death was announced, at the age 
of 102, of the Rev. Canon Beadon, of Stone- 
ham, the particulars of whose life are in this 
respect of some interest. Born m the year 
1777, he succeeded his father in the living of 
Stoneham in 1812, the living having been held 
by the two, father and son, for more than 100 
years. His ancestors presented examples of 
moderate but not extreme longevity, his 
father having died at 80 and his mother at 86. 
Canon Beadon was ae yoy § the last person 
living who remembered the Lord George Gor- 
don riots. At the time (1780) he was three 
years of age, and he distinctly recollected 

aving been held upto the window by his 
nurse to see the soldiers in the streets. 

His good health waSalmost uninterrupted; 
in earlier manhood he had a slight illness, the 
exact nature of which is difficult to ascertain, 
since it occurred in the year 1798. He was 
about five feet nine inches in height, broad- 
shouldered and dee Sigg mg with very long 
arms and large hands. In early life he pos- 
sessed great muscular power, which was well 
indicated by his frame. Even when long past 
seventy his strength of wrist was remarkable. 
He was fond of shooting and fishing; the 
former amusement he a oh up ti Ininety- four, 
the latter till e:ghty-ei hen middle- 
aged be could watk out ‘shooting from morn- 
ing till night, exposed to any amount of cold 
anc completely knock up many 
lie seemed quite impervious 
to the ailmenis to which ordinary men are 
subject. He never knew what a headache or 
Theumatism was. Uis digestion « 
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: er, and was to the 
9 > Peele ale of sweet things. As he 
grew moog his step became slower, but he 
never tottered in his gait. To the last his 
complexion was ruddy in tint, never showing 
the. parchment-like appearance so often an 
accompaniment of extreme old age. His con- 
dition remained as in middle age up to his 
dcath, neither stouter nor thinner. 
At ninety- seven he had his first severe ill- 
ness—an attack of bronchitis, contracte 
through going out on 9 very cold day—and he 
was never afterward quite the same. Up to 
this date he had taken service in his church 
every Sunday, and his three months’ duty in 
Wells Cathedral, his voice continuing dis- 
tinct and powerful; but after the attack of 
bronchitis he was more or less an invelid. 
Nevertheless he was able to answer. himself, 
seventy letters of congratulation which he re- 
ceived on his hundredth birthday. The late 
severe winter tried him very much.and he had 
several colds and slight attacks of bronchitis, 
from all of which he recovered, and he died at 
last, peaceably and F scycme: gr from mere 
‘decay of nature.’ uring the last year er 
two of his life, if Sateenad or out of health in 
any way, his mind was not perfectly clear, but 
be never lapsed into anything like ‘*second 
childishness.’’ He was possessed of a most 
imperturbable temper and singularly even 
spirits, and would not aliow anything to wor- 
ry him. The two places where he passed al- 
most the whole of his life. Wells and Stone- 
ham, are relaxing in climate. One of his 
nephews is now living, aged eighty-six; two 
died last year, »ged eighty- five and eizhty- 
eight respectiv ely, and at the time of his death 
Canon Beadon had great-great-great nephews 
and nieces living.

There is amystery about the American lakes.

The Sworn Testimony of Policeman Wal- 
lace--His Condition. 


A Verdict to be Rendered this 
Afternoon. 


Tne Coroner’s jury assembled inthe East St. 
Louis City Court room at 9 o’clock this morn- 
ing, pursuant to adjournment, to take further 
evidence in the inquest over the remains of 
Jchn Sullivan, who was shot near the National 
Stock Yards last Sunday morning by Officer 
William Wallace. The Coroner stated that 
Wallace had requested the jury to visit his 
house and take bis sworn statement. The 
Coroner and jury visited his house 
this morning. Wallace was informed 
that a plain presentment of facts 
would suffice, but as he expressed a desire to 
have his sworn statement taken bis wish was 
complied with. 

WALLACE’S STATEMENT. 

He said: ‘‘I am forty-six years of age and a 
policeman by occupation. Last Sunday morn- 
ing I got up herein the Fourth Ward and then 
went to Moriarty’ssaloon. Ifound Sullivan and 


James Caliahan there. When I got there it 
Jeoked as though there wauld betrouble. Sul- 
livan said everything was allright. so I left 
and went down on St. Clair avenue to Whisky 
Chariey’s saloon. He was disturbing the 
peace. I arrested him and took 
lim to the calaboose. I came back 
along Fourth street to see if everything was 
allright at Moriarty’s. Nobody was there then, 
1 went across the fields to Fitzpatrick’s saloon. 
There I founda friend named J. Pickett. He 
asked me to take something. I 
took some cider. Isat downin the saloon for 
a minute or two and saw Sullivan pass by with 
a pistolin his hand, poing east. He returned 
in a few minutes and came up to the counter in 
company with another man whom I did not 
know. Assoon as Sullivan camein | saw that

F. Cass, whose names were handed to the 
Coroner by Daniel Sullivan, a brother oft the 
deceased, at the conclusion of the taking ofthe 
testimony yesterduy afternoon. As both these 
witnesses were on hand this morning

Commercial News. 

Crop prospects in the Gulf States are not ani- 
formly tavorable. Southwestern Louisiana has 
been suffering severely trom drouth, but has 
recently been relieved by trequent heavy rains. 
The early corn turned out well, but the late 
planting was materially injured by the dry 
weather. The rice crop was also seriously 
injured, but itis now doing better. Through- 
out Texas cotton is turning out well, but other 
crops will be light, owing tothe protracted 
drouth. Cattle are suffering severely from 
the same cause, and the season on the whole 
promises to be rather a poor one for stock- 
raisers. 

The extremely warm and dry weather which 
has prevailedin most ot the cotton-growing 
sections of Texas during the season has forced 
the cotton plant to an early maturity, and al- 
though rains have recently fallen they come 
too late to recuperate the plants so that they 
can produce afullcrop. The picking is gen- 
eral at this unprecedented early date, and the 
early movement will be large, but at the ex- 
pense of the latter part of the season. In 
Arkansas, Louisiana, Mississippi and Tennes- 
see the accounts of the progress of the 
plants are favorable, there being 
plenty of moisture and warm 
weather, which {ts causing afine growth and 
developing bolls, but not forcing them to a too 
early maturity. In Alabama, Georgia and 
South Carolina too much rain has falien and 
caterpillars have appeared, but have not done 
much harm as vet. Sbould the weather be 
dry and warm, these States will turn ont a full 
crop, but the Texascrop will undoubtedly be 
short,under the most favorable circumstunces, 
although the increased acreage in that- State 
wili assist to bring the aggregate yield up. 


On ’Change.
